The Hrpin Co. haw Several Campv 


in Operation. 


The Arpin Lumber company has 


six lumber camps established along 
the line of the Soo road in Gates and 
Chippewa counties. The camp; i;re 
located in the neighborhood of liruce, 
Kennan and Catawba and it is ex- 
pected that the output will be some- 
where between twelve and 
fifteen 


million feet. This will be sawed at 
Kennan and Bruce during the ensu- 
ing season. 


The company owns a large amount 


of laud 
in 
that 
country, some of 


which is timbered, while other tracts 
have been cut over. 
The latter lands 


are 
rapidly 
being 
sold 
to set- 


tlers and during the past year some- 
thing like seven thousand acres have 
been disposed of. 


These settlers come largely 
from 


northern Illinois, Iowa and Nebraska, 
many of them being men who have 
tried farming in the prairie sections 
and have found the difficulties too 
great and loo numerous to be over- 
come by the average poor man. In 
most or tile prairie states many of the 
farmers are millionaires and their 
farms arc equipped with .many labor- 
saving devices which tiie poor man 
cannot buy, but which he has to com- 
pete with, and the natural outcome is 
that he is eventually pushed to the 
wall. 


This is not the case in northern 


Wisconsin and many of the home- 
seekers who visit this state for the 
first time are greatly surprised at the 
hay and grain that can be raised in 
this country. The company sells its 
landS at from seven to ten dollars per 
acre. 


At Arpin the company will finish 


operations this winter and only one 
camp has been established. 
The cut 


there will amount to between two and 
three million feet. This is the twefth 
winter that the company has been 
operating at this point and the total 
cut of logs will foot up about 150 mil- 
lion of feet.

was one of the best in the state, aUho' 
it almost went begging atone time.

Dnnirer to the Forests. 


The report says that the act of June 3, 


3887, known as the timber and stone act, 
.If not repealed or radically amended will 
result ultimately In the complete destruc- 
tion of the timber on the unappropriated 
and unreserved public lands. The time has 
arrived, according to the secretary, when 
reservoirs must be built and managed as 
a part of a national system of forest and 
water conservation. They cannot bo suc- 
cussful If maintained, however, without a 
thorough, system of forest protection. The 
introduction of~practlcal forestry on the 
forest reserves has now begun. The gen-

policy as announced in an outline 


memorandum to the commissioner of the 
land office is that additional forest re- 
eerves, with boundaries drawn to liberate

ahould be gained, forest fires guarded 
against and the resources of the reserves 
flhould be made' available for the con- 
servative use of the people. Systematic 
Investigation designed to make them ac- 
cessible and useful should be undertaken 
and each forest reserve and part thereof 
should be dealt with on its own merits. 


The Arid Land*. • 


On the question of reclamation of the 


arid region the secretary says: "The In- 
vestigations which have been carried on 
demonstrate that there Is no one question 
now before the people of 
the 
United 


States of irreatcr importance than tha 
conservation of the water supply and the 
reclamation of the arid lands of the west 
and -their settlement by men who will 
actually build homes and create communi- 
ties." It is recommended that construc- 
tion at once be begun as follows: The San 
Carlos storage reservoir in Arizona, re- 
claiming 100,000 acres or more of public 
land, at an estimated cost of 51,040,000; 
reservoirs In the Sierra Nevada in Cali- 
fornia for reclaiming desert lands In Ne- 
vada; the diversion of St. Mary river into 
the headwaters of Milk river in Montana. 
An appropriation of 5250,000 is" asked to 
carry on the hydrographlc work of the 
geological survey.

AS UNXECESSAIIY LABOB. 


The recent unveiling in Paris of 


the statue of the centenarian savant, 
Chevreul, has served to justify the 
reprinting of an interview with him 
in 1SS6, when he attained his one hun- 
dredth year, says the New York Post. 
Asked by the reporter for the secret 
of his long life, he replied, gravel}': 
"I can give it to you in four words: 
'Keep in good health.' That is my 
whole secret."

Fishing, though he hated the 
taste of fish, and never himself sam- 
pled the trophies of his line. He was 
also born without a "sense" for wine, 
which was not only "indifferent" to 
him, but positively abhorrent—"aipure 
question of offensive odor," he ex 
plained.

The Arpin Lumber company has 


six lumber camps established along 
the line of the Soo road in Gates and 
Ghippewa counties. The camps are 
located in the neighborhood of Bruce, 
Kennan and Catawba and it is ex- 
pected that the output will be some- 
where between twelve and fifteen 
million feet. This will be sawed at 
Kennan and Bruce during the ensu- 
ing season. 


The company owns a large amount 


of land iu that country, some of 
which is timbered, while other tracts 
have been cut over. 
The latter lands 


are 
rapidly 
being 
sold 
to set- 


tlers and during the past year some- 
thing like seven thousand acres have 
been disposed of- 


These settlers come largely from

NEW PASSENGER SERVICE. 


Soon toe in Operation betw«en IVtarsli- 


field and Food du JLac. 


ThefTribane is in receipt of infor- 


mation to the effect tbat.a passenger 
service~will~gff—into effect~tfver~the 
Princeton branch of the Xorthwestera 
on December 1, everything now be- 
ing i n readiness for this service. 


Although trains have been running 


over the line between here and Fond 
du Lac, it has been only an accommo- 
dation train and being slow, taking 
about twelve hours to make the hun- 
dred miles, it has not received a pas- 
eager trade that it would have done 
otherwise. The time of the new ser- 
vice cannot be given, as the employes 
here have not received any informa- 
tion as to this part of the matter.

Danfc-er to the Forest*. 


The report says that the act of June 3, 


1SST. known, as the timber and stone act. 
If not_repealed or radically amended will 
result ultimately In the complete destruc- 
tion of the timber on the unappropriated 
and unreserved public lands. The time has 
arrived, according- to the secretary, -when 
reservoirs must be built and managed as 
a part of a national system of forest and 
water conservation. They cannot be suc- 
cussful if maintained, however, without a 
thorougiL-Eystein of forest protection. The 
introduction ofpractical forestry on the 
forest reserves has now begun. The gen- 
eral policy as announced in an outline 
memorandum to the commissioner of The 
land office is that additional forest re- 
serves, with boundaries dra-wn to liberate 
the smallest amount of scrip, should be 
created during- this winter, the good "will 
of residents In or near the 
reserves 


ehould be gained, forest fires guarded 
against and the resources of the reserves 
should be made available for the con- 
servative use of the people. Systematic 
investigation designed to make them ac- 
cessible and useful should be undertaken 
and each forest reserve and part thereof 
should be dealt -with on its own merits. 


The Arid Lands. 


On the question of reclamation of the 
arid region the secretary says- "The In- 
vestigations which have been carried on 
demonstrate that there is no one question 
now before the people of the 
United 
States of sreater importance than tha 
conservation of the -water supply and the 
reclamation of the arid lands of the west 
and their settlement by men -who will 
actually build homes and create communi- 
ties." It is recommended that construc- 
tion at once be begun as follows: The San 
Carlos storase reservoir ia Arizona, re- 
claiming 100,000 acres or more of public 
land, at an estimated cost of $1,040,000; 
reservoirs in the Sierra. Jsevada In Cali- 
fornia for reclaiming desert lands in Ne- 
vada; the diversion of St. Mary river Into 
the headwaters of Milk river In Montana.
